He 
walked ahead of Senator Goebel and was 
just entering the state house when the 
shot was fired. He turned back from the 
state house steps and saw what had 
happened. He looked Cvward the execu- 
tive building and saw that the second 
window of the corner room was slightly 
raised. This was the office of the secre- 
tary of state. He thought the shot had 
been fired from this room. There were 
several other shots, but, he said, they 
did not come from the same place. The 
first shot was evidently from a 
rifle, 


while the others seemed to be from pis- 
tols. 


Policeman Thompson testified that as 


the crowd was carrying Senator Goebel 
out of the yard he sawyarmed men at 
the entrance to thetexecutive bull-ding 
and recognized John Davis and Perry 
Howard among them. 


The strongest evidence, perhaps, was 


given by Silas Jones, who was in Gov- 
ernor Taylor's ante-room when the 
shooting took place. No evidence was 
adduced tending, to show that the de- 
fendant wa« implicated in any con- 
sniracy, but in one of the frequent wordy 
disputes between the^attorneys for the 
defense an-d the commonwealth the fact 
was brought out that Sergeant E. W. 
Golden, who is said to have made a con- 
fession, will be put on the witness stand 
before, the Bearing ends. 


The testimony tendied to show that the 


shots came from that section of the 
executive building in which Secretary 
Powers' officeis located, although:no one 
swore that the shots were from the sec- 
retary's office. 


Prosecuting Attorney Potsgrove said

THE F1TCHBUKG DEAL 


The stockholders of the 
"Fitchburg 


railroad have very positively set aside 
the opinion of the directors by voting 
overwhelmingly in favor of the leas- 
ing of the road to the Boston and 
Maine road. The vote was 145,000 in 
favor of to 28,000 against the leasing. 
Everything in connection with this 
railroad deal is now cleaned up and 
awaiting the action of the legislature. 
It is not likely that the "Webb in- 
terests will make any more attempts 


f through the courts to block it and they 


may not maintain a lobby against it 
in the general court. The attitude of 
the legislature to the deal is not easily 
guessed. The Boston and Albany deal 
is vexing the legislature greatly and 
its fate is very much in doubt. If it is 
possible to ratify the Boston and Al- 
bany lease against the sentiment that 
has developed in favor of public owner- 
ship the Ifitchburg 
lease 
will go 


through flying. Even should the Bos- 
ton and Albany matter be referred to 
the people the Fitchburg matter stands 
a good chance. The governor is prac- 
tically behind it and there is the argu- 
ment that the state as a holder of 
Fitchburg common stock is making a 
very good bargain by unloading at par. 
And the Fitchburg is not so tempting 
a plum to the public ownership men. 


SECRETARY 
N'fi'S SPEECH 


The Massachusetts member" of the 


cabinet, John IX Long, secretary of the 
treasury, is one of the most valuable 
mejn in the public life of the United 
States today. There is not a shadow of 
insincerity attaching- to him. He is 
neither subservient through weakness 
nor dishonest from, selfish or political 
motives. He is clear, sound and able, 
given to look on thf bright side of 
things though 
abundantly conserva- 


tive not to be carried away in optimis- 
tic visions. He is a philosopher, finite 
profound, and it is his gift to be able- 
to put hi." philosophy in light and rtarty 
phrases. While his mind runs deep hi.s 
expression Is in a style which would 
not hamper the flow in ordinary con- 
•vi-isation. 
The s<-crvtaiy hitches his 


\i!igon to ;i star :md then tethers the 
sl:ti to pi.icliral things so as to be of 
some u.j.c among men. He is never 
superficial, never sour or cynical, never 
common place, much more peisuosivc 
than combative and there is always a 
streak of humor shimim-ring on the 
edge o£ him that makes him delight- 
fully attractive. 


It was this man who addressed the 


Middlesex club in P.oston Thursday 
evening on questions 
that 
now 
so 


fully occupy the public mind and his 
speech, published yeHterday, IB one of 
the best utterances of the year. It is 
totally different In character and tone 
Xrom the speech of Senator Lodge de- 


livered in the senate early in the 
month, but it covers the same ground, 
arrives at the same conclusions and 
probably does more to assure us that 
our faith In the high purposes of the 
administration is not misplaced. Sena- 
tor Lodge was the statesman handling 
his subject In public debate, as the 
statesman so placed must handle it, 
with the weight, logic and attention to 
historical incident that the occasion 
and question 
demanded. 
Secretary 


Long- was no less the statesman, but he 
was also the man at home with the 
poople of his commonwealth, speaking 
to them 'with a freedom that could not 
be possible in the halls of congress. He 
reached out after men's reason, not 
with elaborate discussion of issues, but 
with an address to their commonsense 
in which there was enough statement 
of incontrovertible fact around which 
to build his judgments and from which 
to make his just deductions. 


And withal he said very little, noth- 


ing in fact that we did not already 
know. He stated the republican party 
had kept the great pledges of its plat- 
form in consequence of which the peo- 
ple are enjoying an unparalleled pros- 
perity. He said the democrats had not 
proposed one thing. He said that since 
the last national election great events 
had happened—a war most successfully 
prosecuted and the problems arising 
therefrom met or being met with firm- 
ness, courage and high purpose, fcon- 
cerning- the Philippines he spoke point- 
edly if he used old arguments, the only 
valid arguments there are. 
"We could 


not give the islands back to Spain. "We 
could not give them over to a tribe 
that is but a small minority of their 
people, not a trusted minority at that. 
We could not abandon them to alleged 
independence with all the risks of in- 
ternal dissentions and international 
complications of such a course. 
We 


were duty bound to help them and 
stay in them and secure to their peoplt- 
a government as free and beneficent 
as the government of the people of the 
United States. The consent of the gov- 
erned he disposed of by painting out 
that the principal interests 
of the 


islands were glad for our presence and 
that the great majority of the people 
accepted American sovereignty. Con- 
cerning Porto Rico he stands with the 
president in believing free trade should 
be our commercial relations -with the 
island, and he also stands with the 
president in declaring that that matter 
is a matter for congress to decide. He 
believes congress will use its best wis- 


dom, 
and he does not doubt the con- 


stitutional right of congress to legis- 
late for the island as it thinks its best 
interests and the interests of the United 
States require. How well and truly he 
values an agitation in days wherf poli- 
tics is the game1 is shown in the de- 
claration of his opinion that the 15 
per cent tariff and its probable effect 
on Porto Rico is very much exagger- 
ated. 
After 
sanely 
and 
hopefully 


touching on these questions and after 
stating "Rome was not built in a day 
and the republican party is not to be 
turned down because in a single year 
it cannot make a paradise," Secretary 
Long concludes: 


"I have spoken too long, but I end 


as I began: What has the democratic 
party done in the last four years to en- 
title 
it 
to the government? 
What 


great vital pledge in its platform has 
the republican party 
not 
fulfilled? 


What new issue has it not met? In 
what respect is it not entitled to the 
confidence of the people as much to- 
day as four year ago? The usual dust 
of campaign time has begun to fill theair 
It takes a short while to get shoulder 
to shoulder. There is always at first 
a little confusion, but no panic1. For 
up goes the flag, as it floats out th'e 
bugle sounds the charge, and the ranks 
grow steady.

ber only the great principles for which 
we have stood, and we sweep, for 
country and for right, irresistibly on 
to victory."

decent, lewd, filthy, bawdy and obscene 
representations, practices, performanc- 
es and evil conversation, and the said 
Olga Nethersole and the said Hamilton 
Revelle and divers other persons did 
then and there., in -a certain entertain- 
ment of £he stage, commonly called 
"Sapho," in a lewd, indecent^ obscene^ 
filthy, scandalous and disgusting man- 
ner, make divers lewd, indecent, filthy, 
scandalous 
and 
disgusting- mlotioiis 


and assume lewd, indecent, obscene, 
filthy, scandalous postures and atti- 
tudes, and repeat and utter indecent, 
obscene, filthy, scandalous and disgust- 
ing words and conversations, all of 
which grievously cifiended public de- 
cency and which were and are so filthy, 
nasty, corruptingly obscene and dis- 
gusting that a more particular de- 
scription thereof is not fit to be set 
down in these allegations or spread uo- 
on the records of this honorable court." 


The Loud bill for the purnose of re- 


constructing the postal 
service has 


been recommitted in the national house 
of representatives. The return of the 
bill to committee probably means its 
defeat. 
Its provisions would cut off 


a large portion of the material now 
admitted to the mails as second class 
matter, such as newspapers, periodi- 
cals and books published at regular in- 
tervals under the heading of "libra- 
ries." The aim of the bill was to make 
the postoffice department self-support- 
ing1 by refusing to such material the 
privileges of the low nostage rates of 
second ciass matter. The house of con- 
gress seems to doubt whether the bill 
would benefit the postoffice department 
more than it would injure the reople. 
The chief argument in opposition to 
the bill, which seems to have been ef- 
fective, is that it would stot> the cir- 
culation of the literature of the com- 
mon people, an argument, which it 
must be admitted, is put forth most 
strongly by those whose business is the 
publication of tons and tons of trash. 
There is> another argument, the argu- 
ment that if the railroad charges for 
the carrying of mail were as reason- 
able as they should be there would be 
no need to exclude matter from second- 
class rates. However, the bill seems 
to be in the right direction, though it 
may be far from being perfect. 
The 


mails are loaded down with pure ad- 
vertising 
schemes, advertising ' the 


worst kind of things at that, and the 
public would be benefited by their ex- 
clusion from the mails.

Of the efficacy of physic Queen Eliza- 


beth had always been skeptical. Now, 
10 or 13 physicians oame to the palace, 
each promising, "with all manner of 
asseveration," "her perfect and easy 
recovery" if she would follow a simple 
Bourse of treatment. 
But they spoke in 


Tain. Nor conld the protests of council- 
ors, divines and waiting women induce 
her to accept medical assistance. 
Her 


melancholy was ' 'settled and irremov- 
able," and she had no wish to prolong 
it by lengthening out her life. She only 
broke silence to murmur, "I am not 
sick, I feel no pain and yet I pine 
away." She was asked whether she had 
any secret cause of grief. 
She replied 


that she knew of nothing in the world 
worthy of troubling her. 
At length by 


force (it is said) she was lifted from the 
cushions and pnt to bed. Her condition 
underwent no change. Gradually those 
about her realized that' 'she might live 
if she would use means," but that she 
would not be persuaded, and princes, as 
they tearfully acknowledged, cannot be 
coerced. Nevertheless, until the third 
week they look«l forward to a renewal 
of her old vivacity and the dispersal of 
her lethargy. 
Bnt during the week it 


was perceived that the ground she had 
lost conld only be recovered by miracle.^ 


On Wednesday, March 23, her coun- 


cilors entered her bedchamber to receive 
her last instructions. She had none to 
give. The archbishop and bishops offered 
up prayer at her bedside and she derived 
some comfort from their ministrations. 
In the evening she sank into a quiet 
sleep, such as she had sought without 
avail for nearly a month. 
She never 


woke again. "About 8 o'clock in the 
morning of March 24 she departed this 
life, mildly like a lamb, easily like a 
ripe apple from the tree." When she 
was examined after death, her phy- 
sicians reported thnt "she had a body 
of firm and perfect constitution, likely 
to have lived many years." Death was, 
in fact, prepared to the last to bargain 
with her for a few more years of life, 
but his terms implied an enfeeblement 
of those faculties on whose unrestricted 
exercise hen-queenly fame seemed to her 
to depend. By refusing to be party to 
the trace she invited her overthrow, 
bnt she never acknowledged 
herself 


vanquished. She made no will, she be- 
stowed no gift on any of tbefaithfnl at- 
tendants who wept beside her deathbed, 
and she declined to guide her council in 
the choice of a successor.—Cornhill 
Magazine.

Naturally some of the ancient city 


customs are connected \vith the art of 
dining.

One of the 
most curious of these is the passing 
of'the loving cup, \vhich takes cplace at 
all the guild dinners as vt'ell as at tbe 
banquets of the corporation. Tlie cup 
is a two handled one with a lid. While 
one guest is holding the lid the nexi 
sips the spiced v.'ine. A third, on tk( 
other side of the drinker, stands up. 
Then, the brim having been wiped by 
a clean napkin, the cup is passed to the 
guest holding the lid. He drinks in his 
turn, while*his next neighbor takes 
charge of the lid. In this way the cup 
makes the round of the table. 


This custom dates from Anglo-Saxon 


times. The holding of the lid was not 
then an act merely of courtesy, for the 
guest who held it was thus prevented 
from drawing his dagger and stabbing 
the drinker, a playful after dinner 
practice not uncommon in those times. 
Meanwhile the guest who was stand- 
ing guarded, the drinker from an as- 
sault fcpm behind.—Good Words.

AN ANCIENT MEXICAN CITY. 


A Curtoui Legend—Some Belles of Emperor 


Maximilian. 


Qneretaro WM a town before the 


Spanish conquest and was made a city 
in 1856. A legend of Queretaro is that 
an Otomite chief, Fernando de Tapia 
by name, undertook to convert the oity 
to Christianity in a way that seems 
novel to ns, bnt was common enough to 
his day. He came from Tula with a 
challenge to the people of Qneretaro to 
, 


a fair stand np fight. If he won, the 
people surviving were to be baptized, j 
The challenge was accepted, bnt while 
the fight was in progress a dark cloud , 
came np and the blessed Santiago was 
seen in the heavens with a fiery cross, 
whereupon the people of Qneretaro gave 
up and were baptized. They set np a j 
stone cros§ to commemorate the event | 
on the site of the present chnroh of | 
Santa Cruz. There is scarcely a ohuroh 
i 


in Mexico which has not a legend of 
this kind attached to it. The town is 
identified with the history of Mexico. 


Here the treaty of peace between the 


United States and Mexico was ratified 
in 1848, and here Maximilian made his 
last stand in 18671 was obliged to sur- 
render and was shot Everybody is in- 
terested in Maximilian mainly on ac- 
count of poor Oartotta. Maximilian was 
executed on the Cerro de laa, Oampanas 
and with him Generals Miramin and ! 
Media. Th« place ia marked by three ' 
little crosses of stone. The two gen- | 
"e'rals were killed at the first volley, but 
{ 


Maximilian, who had requested that he 
be shot through the body that his , 
mother - might look upon his face, was 
only wounded, and a second firing was | 
required to kill him. 


The emperor had been led to believe 


that Carlotta was dead. She became in- 
sane from grief and was kept in an asy- 
lum for many years, bnt she still lives 
and still monrne for her dead husband 
and the loss of her throne. The United 
States government protested against the 
execution of Maximilian, but in vain. 
Juarez refusing to spare him. 


There are all kinds of relics of Maxi- 


milian in Mexico—the Yturbide thea- 
ter, where he was tried and condemned, 
the taBle on wtiioh the death warrant 
was signed, tie wooden stools on which 
the prisoners sat during the trial and 
the coffin of Maximilian, whpse remains 
were subsequently sent to Austria and 
buried at Miramar. I confess I do not 
share in any -sentiment of pity for Max- 
imilian, who was an adventurer with- i 
dut a shadow of fight in Mexico and ' 
took the chances of war. He was, it is 
true, a victim of Napoleon and of his 
; 


own ambition and was very scurvily 
treated by those who had induced him 
to set up his throne in Mexico, bnt to 
have released him would have been to 
establish a claimant for the Mexican 
throne. It was better that this man 
should die than that thousands should 
be sacrificed in the wars he would sure- 


! ly,have fomented if he had been allowed 


to* live.—Philadelphia Ledger .

El* Gentle Reproof In Reply to General 


Hunter's Ugly Letter. 


Another remarkable evidence of the 


great kindliness of heart of Abraham 
Lincoln has been brought to light in 
the form of a long lost letter which the 
martyred president wrote to General 
Daniel Hunter in 1861. 


General Hunter waa in command of 


the department of Kansas at the time 
this particular letter was written. It 
seems he considered himself dishonored 
by an appointment to the rather ob- 
scure military post, and he wrote to the 
president protesting against it. Lin- 
coln's characteristic reply was as fol- 
lows: 


EXEOUTTVB MANSION, 
1 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 31, 1861. I 


Major General Hunter: 


DEAR Snt—Yours of the 23d is received, and 


I am constrained to say it is difficult to answer 
so ugly a letter in good temper. I am, as you 
intimatej losing much of the great confidence 
I placed in you, not from any act or comnits- 
sion of yours touching the public service up to 
the time you were sent to Leavenworth, but 
from the flood of grumbling dispatches and let- 
ters I hnv« seen from yon since. I knew you 
were being ordered 1o Leavenworth at the 
time it was done, and I aver that, with as ten- 
der a regard for your honor and your sensi- 
bilities as I had for my own, it never occurred 
to me that you were being ' 'humiliated, in- 
Bulted and disgraced," nor have I np to this 
day heard any intimation that you have been 
•wronged coming Trom any one but yourself. 
No one has blamed you for the retrograde 
movement from Springfield, nor for the infor- 
mation you gave General Cameron, and this 
you could readily understand if it were not 
for your unwarranted assumption that the or- 
dering to Leavenworth must necessarily have 
been done ns a punfshment for some fault. I 
thought then, and I think yet, the position as- 
signed to you is as responsible and as honor- 
able as that assigned to Buell—I know that 
General McClellan expected more important 
results from it. My impression is that at the 
time yon were assigned to the new western 
department it had not been determined to re- 
place General Sherman in Kentucky, but of 
this I am not certain, because the idea that a 
command in Kentucky was very desirable, and 
one in the farther west undesirable, had never 
occurred to mo. You constantly apeak of bo- 
Ing placed in command of only it,000. Now, tell 
me, is not this mere impatience? Have you 
not known all the while that yon are to com- 
mand four or five times that many? 


I hove been and am sincerely your friend, 


and if as snob. I dare_to make a suggestion I 
would say you are adopting the best possible 
way to ruin yourself. "Act well your part. 
There all the honor lies." Ho who does some- 
thing at the head of one regiment will eclipse 
him who does nothing at the head of 100. Your 
friend as ever, 
A. LINCOLN. 


Nothing could have been better cal- 


culated to allay the feelings of personal 
wrong which must have possessed 
Hunter at the time. That he thought so 
himself is shown by the 
following 


words, written by the dissatisfied gen- 
eral on the big yellow envelope in 
which the letter had been sent: 


"The president's reply to my 'ugly 


letter.1 This lay on his table a month 
after it was written, and when finally 
sent was by a special conveyance, with 
the direction that it was only to bo 
given to me when I was in a good hu- 
mor. ' '—New York gun.

merest pittance. In Canton, where la- 
borers are better paid than in other parts 
of China, skilled workmen live on these 
wages: Shoemaker, $4 per month; 
blacksmith, $6 per month; fine ivory 
carver, $13 per month; tailor, $5 pel- 
month; fine embroiderer, $4 per month; j 
designer, $6 per month; silversmith, $8 
per month. 


The Chinese are superstitions, and 


the workmen support, in addition to 
their temples and pagodas and priests, 
which receive more in proportion than 
the churches of Europe and America, 
idol makers, geomancers, fortune tell- 
ers, physiognomists, soothsayers, astrol- 
ogers and interpreters of dreams, who 
exist by thousands and coin all the mon- 
ey they want.

AN ANECDOTE OF LINCOLN, 


He Measured Height With a Miner In a 


Pennsylvania Town. 


In the course of an article in St. 


Nicholas Mary Lillian Herr relates the 
following characteristic anecdote of 
Lincoln: 


Once while on his way to Washing- 


ton as president the train stopped a lit- 
tle time in the town of Allegbany, Pa. 
Around the station a great crowd gath- 
ered, eager to see the new president. 
They shouted and cheered nntil Lincoln 
had to appear on the rear platform of 
his car. He bowed and smiled, bnt the 
crowd was so noisy he did not try to 
speak to tham. 


Very near to the platform stood a 


miner, wearing a red shirt and bine 
overalls and carrying a dinner pail. 
Like the rest, he had stopped hoping to 
see Mr. Lincoln. The workman was al- 
most a giant in size and towered head 
and shoulders above the crowd. 


No doubt he had heard that Lincoln 


als*. ,vas very tall, and, enconraged by 
the friendly face, the workman sudden- 
ly waved his bare arm above his head 
and called ont: 


"Hi, there, Abe Lincoln! I'm taller 


than you—yes, a sight taller!" 


This loud speech silenced the crowd 


by its boldness, and a laugh arose. But 
Mr. Lincoln, leaning forward with a 
good humored smile, said quietly: 


"My man, I doubt it—in fact, I'm 


sure I am the taller. However, come np 
anrl let's measure." 


The crowd made way and the workman 


climbed to the platform and stood back 
to back with the president elect. Each 
put np a hand to see whose head over- 
topped. Evidently Mr. Lincoln was the 
victor, for with a smile of -satisfaction 
he turned and offered his hand to his 
beaten rival, saying cordially: 


"I thought you were mistaken and I 


•was right, bet I wished to be sure and 
to have you satisfied. However, we are 
friends anyway, aren't we?" 


Grasping the outstretched hand in a 


vigorous grip the workman replied: 


"Yes, Abe Lincoln — as long as I 


live."

Figures. Police Report 


The (own reports of the town of Ad- 


ams were received this morning, and 
a number of facts of interest are to be 
gleaned from them. The total Indebt- 
edness of the town on March 1, 1S99, 
was $81,400. The total indebtedness on 
March 1 1900, was $S2,000. This slight 
increase, however, is shown in reality 
to be a decrease, owing to an error in 
the figures of last year. A note for 
$2750 to the 
Buffalo-Pitts 
company 


should have been 
included vin 
the 


amount given last year, but as this was 
not done, it had to be put in this year. 
The indebtedness therefore is in reality 
considerably rcducdU. 


The total expenditures for the year 


were $13S,7S1.71, which is less than last 
year. In nearly every department the 
expenditures were within the appro- 
priations. The estimate for this year- 
is ?S9,64(5. The uncollected taxes amount 
to 55,238.48. 


Chief Cm-rail's report of the police 


department shows that .the expenses 
exceeded the appropriation by $767.04. 
The total number of arrests was 653, 
an increase of 92 over last year, due 
probably to 
the 
larr:e 
number 
of 


strangers who worked on the new mill. 
Of the arrests made 627 were males and 
26 females. There were 348 arrests for 
drunkenness, 27 more than last year. 
The amount of stolen nrcroerty re- 
covered was $392.45 and of £cods taken 
care of $220.85. The chief speaks of the 
increased work caused by the increase 
in population and says that all night 
police p"citection at Renfrew, Maple 
Grove and on Commercial street has 
been requested. 
He believe* that the 


only way to keep up the high standard 
of the police work is to at>vo>int three 
more new officers, so that the town 
may be better covered. He also asks 
for an appropriation to repair the in- 
terior of the station, where plaster has 
fallen off the ceilings, caused by the 
building settling1.
